The 
expense of the movements of these 
men, after they had received their or- 
ders and had gone to execute them, 
was enormous, and was all paid by the 
state. In accurdance with Scott’s re- 
quest the legislature had given him 
authority to establish a paid state con- 
stabulary,and to maintaio for their 
use horses, &c., in the shape of camp 
equipage. Atthe head of this force 
Scott had placed one John B Hub. 
bard,.a thoroughly ekilled detective 
and a desperate man, who had formerly 
taken a prominent part in the investi- 
gations conducted by the United Staves 
gocernment which resuiied in the 
hanging of Mra. Surratt. In addition 
to this ccnstabulary force Seott im- 
ported into the state one “Coionel” 
Kerr gan, with a band of about twenty- 
tive desperadoes and roughs from New 
York, whose expenses he paid, in ad- 
dition to large large mdnthly. wages,and 
whom he domiciled in various parte of 
the up-country here, with instructions 


to work up the outrage business and to 
do all in their power short of commit~ 
ting overt acts toincite the democrats to 
open resistence. These men did their 
work well,and richly earned the money 
they received. Most of them were 
stationed in Union county,where there 
was a majority of white voters,and the 
story of tae wrovgs and injuries they 
inflicted on the unoffendiog people 
there would indeed fill a volume. Their 
expense was borne out of an unlimited 
appropriation made.by the legislature 
for Scutt to maintain an “‘armed free,” 
and which authorized him to expend 
any moneys in the treasury not other- 
wise approprrated, 

A MILITARY VAMPIRE 


But even this importation of roughs 
from New York was not enough to 
create the consternation which was de- 
sired, and by application to the United 
States government, supported by D. If. 
Corbin, then the district attorney for 
our state, Scott succeeded in having an 
officer of the United States army spe- 
cially detaiied and ordered to report to 
him, totake full charge of the hunting 
down of the terribe kuklux and to 
bring them to trial and conviction. 
This mane name was Lewis Merrill, 
and he was aod still is, | suppose, a 
mejor of the seventh regiment United 
Staves cavalry. 

He was well fitted for the business 
for which he had been selected. Cold 
blooded and heartless, and as keen as 
the ecent of a sleuchhound, he admira- 
bly performed his mission, and, in con- 
junction with Corbin and under orders 
trom Scott, he succeeded in making of 
South Carolina a perfect pandemonium 
for two years. No pen can record, no 
tongue can recite the insults he heaped 
upon the peopie, and at the sligntest 
show of resentment the victims would 
be hurled to trial on the charge of being 
kuklux, and would soon be heard of no 
more except as an inmate of the Albany 
penitentiary. Although Merrill wasan 
officer of the ee S.ates army on full 
pay during bis kd-klux age. Be and 
although the regulations of the war 
department expressly prohibited any 
officer from receiving pay from any state 
authorities, still fcr the whole time that 
he was bere he was regularly paid large 
sums by Governor Scott (in addition to 
bis traveling expenses) out of the armed 
force funs. The vouchers for these 
payments, as received by Merrill him- 
self, found on file in the state treasury, 
are now among the records of the inves- 
tigating committee, and form a strong 
case against him for infraction of the 
regulations of the war department.

But this was not all. Long after the

THE CAPLIURKE OF MR. DAVIS. 


Meior W. T. Waltha!l, the private 
secreiary of ex-President Davis, con- 
tributes to the March number of the 
Southern Historical Society Papers an 
accomnt of the capture of the confeder- 
ate leader which is not only of yreat 
value a8 a historical statement of facts, 
but is important as effectually dispos 
ing of the stcry that Mr, Davis was 
captnred while attempting to escape 
disguised asa woman. The story of 
this attempted escape has been told in 
80 mAny shapes and with so little re- 
gard for the truth, that the public will 
be giad to know the facts. These facts 
are embodied ina letter written by Col. 
William Preston Johnston, of Lexing- 
ton, Va.,to Mejor Walthall. Colonel 
Jobnston was an eye-witness of the 
affair. The New York Herald, in pub- 
lishing the article from advance sheets 
ae 2 

of the Society Papers, seems to be ex- 
ceedingiy solicitious in behalf of the 
story wh.ch Major Walthali’s facts 
stamp as a falsehood, but its sclicitude 
is untimely. Col. Johnston presents 
the facts as follows: 

Justat gray dawn Mr. Davis’ servant 4m 
awakened me. He said, **Colonel, do you hear 
that firiog?’ I sprang up aud said, ‘*Run and 
wek» the president.’’ He did so. Wearing 
nothing es I pulled on my boots, I walked to 
theciarp fire, some fifty or icss steps cff, and 
askeu the cook if Jim was not mistaken. At 
thismoment!l saweight or ten men-charging 
dow: the road toward me. I thought they 
Were gucrilias trying to stampede the stock. I 
ran @) my saddie, where I had slept, and bi gan 
unfastening the boletcr to getout my revoiver, 
but tiey were too quick for me.

AN HASY WAY TO RESUME. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald, in that paper of last 
Saturday, speaking of Buckner’s t eas 
ury note bill, says:

These are very genera)ly favorable 
to the re-establish ment of state banks, and some 
of them say thatif the national banks are to be 
wound up they much prefer siate banks to a 
further is*ue of government paper. The south” 
ern men alone might no be able to make an 
‘ fective opposition to Mr. Buckner’s bill ; but 
if thatis vigorous y pushed it wiil be found that 
the New England and the New York men gen- 
erally will join the southern men, as they will 
think it safer, even if less inconvenient, to have 
state banks than to authoriz> foster issues 
of treasury paper, the amount of which, it is 
seen, will be always liable to increase or dimin- 
ution at the will of a m jority in congress, and 
the mere existence of which makes an inter- 
minab!e source of popular agitation. If, there- 
fore, the national banks are destroyed by tbis 
congress it will be probably in fayor of state 
banks and not of Mr. Buckner’s treasury notes. 

We think we can suggest a sys- 
tem of banking, which, if author- 
ized wonld by congress, prove su- 
periorin practical operation to the 
o'd state bank system, and yet, 
at the same time, possess every ad- 
vantage that the old one had without 
any of its well-known disadvantages. 
We believe, if adopted, our plan would 
give such general reliet throughout the 
country as would restore prosperity in 
every department of business—agricul- 
tural, mercantile and mechanical —and 
thus by rcstoring general prosperity, se- 
cure an easy and speedy resumption 
and the ultimate payment of the pay- 
ment of the debt of the goverament. 

Our plan is thie: Let the basis of 
banking throughout the country, be 
bonds of the United States or of the 
different states upon which interest 
has been paid regularly; allow any cor- 
poration form:d accordi g to law, as 
svon as it has fifty thousand dollars of 
the bonds deposited with state comp~ 
trcller or state treasurer, and has receiv- 
ed a certificate of such deposit, to issue 
notes to the extent of two dollars for 
every dollar of the face of the bonds, 
to be redeemed at the place where 18- 
sued in lawful money of the United 
States. 

1, In the first place, the bill-holder 
would be protected as he would have 
ample security to the full extent of one- 
half in t!e bonds, and for the other 
half in the diccounts of the bank. In 
ante~bellum times, when bauks issued 
from five to fiftv for one, we all know 
that bill holders never suffered from 
the bettcr institutions —seldom from 
even wild cats; because, it being prof- 
itable, the banks so shaped their busi- 
ness as to be able to meet their notes, 
as in the natural channels of commerce 
they returned home. Under this plan, 
there is this great advantage over the 
old system—the public could always 
easily ascertuin the amouat of bonds 
deposited, and by law provision could 
be made for publication of this fact and 
quarterly statements required of the 
banks as to the amouut of notes is- 
sued. 

2. This p'an would entirely prevent 
all wild cat institutions, as there is too 
much publicity and too much real mon- 
ey about it fur the well botap-o the te- 
line thieves. 

3. It would raise the United State 
and state credits, by raising the home 
demands fur bonds, and on the other 
hand, it would open such a field to 
states for the placing of their bonds, as 
would stimulaie them to be careful to 
pay their interest promptly. 

4. It would give a low rate of inter~ 
es for moving all crops and meeting 
all demands of trade, and would be an 
elastic currency, affording, by 4 to 6 
per cent interest on the bonds, and by 
the issue of two for one, guy 12 tol4 
per cent interest on the amount of 
money invested, a tvial of 14 to 20 per 
cent interest per annum—enough to 
satisfy the capitalist. 

5. It would he!p to develope all in- 
teresis in the couniry—the manufactur- 
ing interests by affording money 
for all neceasary improve- 
menis—th2 farmers, by enabling 
them to hold their crops and yet get 
advances upon them—the merchants, 
by furnishing a supply of money at 
their houses, at the very time when 
business being dull and*vollections al- 
most nothing, they have heretofore 
most wanted it and could not get it.
